r. Edward Valeau, the 8th Superintendent / Presi- 

dent of Hartnell Community College, will cele- 
brate his fifth-year-in-office anniversary in July.

When he arrived five years ago, Dr. Valeau was a man 
with a vision. He wanted to help shape the future of the 
college, and he has certainly done much to make that 
future more positive. Hartnell College is now a more 
visible and more viable part of the area it serves. 

Much of this visibility is due to the fact that Dr. Valeau 
has, since arriving in Salinas, made it a point to become 
involved in the community. He is actively involved in 
serving on several boards of directors, including the 
Hispanic Chamber of Commerce where he chairs the 
scholarship committee. He also serves as a Board 
Trustee member for the Nation Steinbeck Center. Dr.
